W ITHOUT attempting to discuss the prohibition question or the 
other nine propositions that will confront the California voter 
on the ballot at next Tuesday's election, I told the Sierra 
Madre Forum on Tuesday evening' what I considered the weaknesses 
of tiie proposed Riley-Stewart taxation plan that comes to us as 
Proposition No. 1 and why I shall vote “No." 

, Before 1910 our State government was supported by taxes on 
tiie same property that was taxed by counties and cities. Nearly 
all of tin* State’s revenue came from taxes on land, buidlings and 
visible personal property; so too, did most of the city and county 
funds. One result of this was that every county was sharp to pay 
as little State tax as possible. Some counties were assessing land, 
buildings, personalty as low as 18 per cent of fair value, thus put¬ 
ting an extra burden of State tax on counties that for some reasson 
assessed on a 40 or 50 per cent basis. 

This was further complicated by the fact that the roadbed, rails- 
and rolling stock of railways were assessed by the State Board of 
Equalization and their valuation apportioned among the counties 
ftficording t 0 tiie mileage of railways in euch and the local tax 
was levied on this apportionment. 

The State Board never could make its assessments square with 
the high-low assessment of the several counties. There was con¬ 
stant dissatisfaction. So, about 1905, a commission was appointed 
to revise the tax system; and it was finally decided to assign to 
the State certain sources of revenue, seperating the herd, so to 
speak, so the State should milk only certain cows and cities and 
counties the others. 

This plan went into effect in 1910; from that day to this no 
man in California has paid on his land, his buildings, or personalty, 
one cent of tax to the State. Other states, notably New York, 
have adopted tiie same plan. 

Now Proposition No. 1 would do away with this plan to a 
certain extent, and bring back those troubles which were remedied 
in 1910. Many will tell you that-

I know how it is done in Ari¬ 
zona. but the same plan will not 
work well here. All Southern 
California, with half the popula¬ 
tion of the State and more than 
half the assessed values, lias but 
one man out of four on that very 
powerful Board, and with only 
seven n>en <>ut of forty in the 
State Senate we can never get a 
reapportionment of Districts for 
election to that vital Board. 

During the next two years 
there would be collected in Los 
Angeles County, under this plan, 
about twenty-four million dollars 
more in taxes than is now paid. 

The amendment is badly draf¬ 
ted, involved, complex, unfit for 
a place in the fundamental law 
of a State, certain to require 
construing through litigation and 
likely to be declared void for 
failure to follow the constitutional 
specifications for submi t t i n g 
amendments. 

It purports to limit increases 
it. State and local budgets but 
provides means for unlimited in¬ 
creases. If Sierra Madre wishes 
to increase its expenses above a 
certain limit it would have to get 
permission from the State Board 
of Equalization or go to the ex¬ 
pense of holding an election. 

Now will anyone say why the 
members of that Board are sup¬ 
posed to be especially qualified to 
decide such a question of publ" 
policy for this or any other r : .,y 
If President Roosevelt’s plans 
succeed and prices rise sixty per 
cent, it is certain that State and 
local budgets must be increased 
more than is contemplated in this 
amendment. 

This amendment would lower 
the taxes paid hy non-resident 
owners of land in California, of 
whom,there are about forty thou¬ 
sand owning land in this county. 
It would lower the taxes of cor¬ 
porations owning lands, because 
they do not buy much at retail 
and would not be stung by the 
proposed sales tax. 

It would reduce the tax bills of 
residents holding land assessed at 
seven thousand dollars or more, 
because their sales taxes would 
be less than the reduction in 
their land tax. 

Every dollar saved by these 
classes must be matched by a 
dollar added to the burden of all 


the public schools. I shall vote 

"yes." 

NUMBER 5 Reassessing prop¬ 
erty damaged by earthquake. As¬ 
sessment is made of property as 
it existed the fir' Monday in 
March; the taxes are not levied 
until September. Considering the 
extent ol the cr.'.amity a reassess¬ 
ment or correction of the assess¬ 
ments seems fair. 

NUMBER 6 Refinancing Irri¬ 
gation districts: Most of them 
ore in trouble. This amendment 
propose i to do in tiie State a bit 
of the sort of work that the 
R.F.C. and two or three other j 
agencies are doing for the Nation. 
It should not result in any loss 
tn the State will not if carefully 
handled. It would enable over¬ 
burdened districts to negotiate 
through the board with their 
creditors to scale down indebted¬ 
ness or nt least to cut down 1 - 
terest charges. It seems >e 

worth while. 

NUMBER 7 merely provides lor 
getting the laws passed at this 
session of the legislature into ef¬ 
fect 90 days after May 22nd, in¬ 
stead of 90 days after fi il ad¬ 
journment. The change, 1 • this 
year only, is almost net isary 
because of the recess of the egis- 
lature to await action ot the 
voters on the 27th. 

NUMBER 8 gives to Boards of 
Supervisors instead of to the 
legislature pos ter to fix salaries 
of county ofljPtes except mem¬ 
bers of the board, district attor¬ 
neys and auditors. This brings the 
responsibility close home and is 
worth trying out. 

NUMBER 9 diverts to the gen¬ 
eral fund enough of tiie gasoline 
tax to pay interest and redemp¬ 
tion of highway bonds up to the 
first of next month. This is a 
companion to No. 10 which makes 
the same application of part of 
the gasoline tax for the two 
years ending June 30, 1935. 

As the State faces a deficit of 
at least $50,000,000 hy the end 
of June, 1935, it seems reasonable 
to make these two diversions. 
The State bonded itself for more 
than seventy millions to build the 
paved roads; why not use some 
of the money from the gasoline 
tax to pay interest on the 
bonds during the present emer¬ 
gency ?
